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ANSWER TO ATOM 


BUMB MAY HAVE 


BEEN DEVELOPED 
HOUSE GROUP SAYS 


Navy Committee Asserts 
There Are Indications 
Missile ‘Can Be Ex- 
ploded Far Short of 
Objective.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The House Navy Committee re- 
ported today “indications that an 
effective counter-measure to 
atomic bombs has been developed.” 

The report, based on testimony 
of high naval officers, said the 
atomic bombs could be exploded 
“far short of their objective.” 

“Knowledge of electronics,” the 
committee said, “promises ability 
to detonate atomic bombs at great 


distances by radio.” 
In a formal report on legisla- 
tion dealing with the size of the 


postwar Navy, the committee said: 

“There can be no question that 
the atomic bomb is the most de- 
structive force yet devised by 
man. But history shows inat the 
science of warfare has always 
developed an effective counter- 
measure for every new instrument 
of destruction. 

“There are indications that an 
effective counter-measure to atom- 
ic bombs has been developed to 
such an extent that they can be 
exploded far short of their objec- 
tive without the necessity of locat- 
ing their position. Knowledge of 
electronics promises ability to. de- 
tonate atomic bombs at great dis- 
tances by radio. Such intercep- 
tive defense can be effected at 
the greatest distance from our 
shores by the Navy.” 

Drive to Give Congress Control. 

A drive to give Congress firm 
control over the atomic bomb be- 
gan in the House Military Com- 

ittee. 

Backed by most Republican and 
a few Democratic menrbers;~ 
took the form of an amendment 
to forbid a proposed atomic energy 
commission from dealing with for- 
éign governments in any way that 
might allow the bomb secret to 
leak out. 

Any such dealings could be car- 
ried on only with specific approval 
of Congress. 

As drafted by the Administra- 
tion, the pending bill to set up the 
commizsion would permit it to 
grant foreign licenses for atomic 
experiments if the President ap- 
proved. : 

Another amendment would for- 
bid the President himself to give 
the bomb secret to a foreign gov- 
ernment without congressional ap- 
proval. 

There is no question in the com- 
mittee that President Truman now 
has authority to do as he pleases 
with the secret, but there is strong 
sentiment in favor of removing 
this power and giving it exclu- 
sively to Congress. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said he did not believe 
either amendment would be ac- 
cepted by the committee, although 
he conceded there might be a stiff 
fight behind closed doors at to- 
day's meeting. 

May told a reporter he thought 
legislation dealing with the inter- 
national aspects of the atomic 
bomb should be handled separate- 
ly. He added that Truman’s mes- 
sage on that phase might be sent 
to Capitol Hill soon, 

As it now stands, the bill under- 
takes primarily to control domes- 
tic use and experimentation. It 
calls for creation of a nine-mem- 
ber commission appointed by the 
President, with the consent of the 
Benate, to exercise rigid controls.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 11 (AP)— 


Many officials of the Office of 
sion are “pretty well agreed” that

This is reported by one of Di- 
rector John W. Snyder's advisers, 


although there is no indication 
that the conclusion is shared by 
Snyder or by President Truman. 

Snyder, however, is tinder 
strong pressure to set forth a re- 
vised wage-price policy to check 
the wave of work stoppages that 
threatens to delay reconversion. 

Three officials of Snyder’s 
agency, who asked that their 
names be withheld, said the econ- 
omists and advisers in the OWMR 
were nearly unanimous in support 
of a new government policy decla- 
ration. 

They have suggested that wages 
could be increased perhaps as 
much as 15 per cent without in- 
creasing the cost of goods more 
than 2 or 2% per cent. 

Such a government policy would 
carry assurance to employers that 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion would consider prompt price 
increases to cover the 15 per cent 
wage boost. If a higher increase 
—say 20 per cent—were granted, 
the extra 5 per cent would have 
to come out of the employer's 
pocket. 

Inflation Threat Concerns Snyder. 


Snyder was reported not only 
gravely concerned by the infla- 
tionary threat of such a program, 
but also puzzled as to how to ap- 
ply it to specific industries, since 
labor is a big cost factor in some 
and a minor one in others, 

Truman has indicated he will 
need convincing, too. -Last week 
he emphasized that the Govern- 
ment already has a definite wage 
policy—the Aug. 18 order which 
permits increases only if they do 
not result in higher prices. 

That order also permits wage 
increases to correct “inequities,” 
even if the boosts cause higher 
prices. An “inequity” is not de- 
fined, however, and reconversion 
economists hold that the loss in 
earnings resulting from the drop 
from a 48 to a 40 hour work week 
could be called one. 

In any case, they contend, 
wages are bound to go up under 
pressure of the CIO drive for a 
30 per cent increase and the de- 
mands of other unions. 

Unless the Government sets a 
pattern for settlement, it is held 
these ‘disputes are likely to be 
fought out by prolonged strikes.

Mayor Tells Drive Offi- 
cials at Breakfast 


Money Will Be Harder 
to Obtain Due to Un- 
employment. 


Volunteer solicitors, members of 
a force of 30,000 in the city and 
St. Louls county, began today the 
collecting of cash gifts and sub- 
scriptions in the War Chest cam- 
paign for a $5,265,000 total, to pro- 
vide funds for the work of 128 
health, welfare and war-related 
agencies, for 1946. 

Solicitation in the special gifts 
division, working among large 
contributors, and in the employes’ 


division, was begun at the end of 
September. The first report on 
the progress of the general cam- 
paign will be made next Monday. 

Officials of the campaign, at 
breakfast, at Hote] Statler today, 
were told by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and Cyrus Crane Willmore, 
campaign chairman, that the 
money-raising effort would be 
more difficult than in past years. 

“This is the most exclusive 
breakfast club in St. Louis,” the 
Mayor said. “The membership 
requirements are civic pride, dem- 
ocratic neighborliness and willing- 
ness to work hard for the com- 
mon good. 

“The factors which make this a 
more difficult campaign make it 
also a more important one,” he 
continued, “Temporary unemploy- 
ment in the reconversion period 
cuts down the potential number of 
War Chest contributors while it 
increases the number of those 
needing aid and guidance of our 
War Chest agencies.” 

Needed to Restore Confidence. 

Willmore said that guccess of 
the campaign would have an im- 
portant part in restoring cgommu- 
nity confiderée.” He urged atten- 
tion to the charts issued, showing 
fair scales of giving for employers 
and employes. He said labor 
unions were endeavoring to follow 
the national standard of one 
hour’s pay a month, while higher 
income groups were asked to give 
1 to 3 per cent of annual income, 
Eisenhower Quoted on Chest Needs.

TOKYO, Oct. 11 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur gave orders 
for sweeping social and political 
reforms in Japan today and an- 
nounced plans for sending home 
1,250,000 American soldiers from 
the Pacific theater in the next 
six months, 

The Americans will return to 
the United States at the rate of 


approximately 250,000 a month, 
leaving by the end of March only 
400,000 occupation and garrison 
troops in the entire Pacific the- 
ater. 

The announcement further re- 
duced the number of troops which 
the Allied commander expects to 
keep in Japan, Previously he had 
estimated 200,000 troops would be 
sufficient, but today’s announce- 
ment disclosed that 200,000 would 
do the job both for Japan and 
Korea. The total would include 
four combat divisions on Japan 
and two on Korea. The balance 
would be air service and occupa- 
tion force specialists. 

MacArthur met Premier Baron 
Kijuro Shidehara for an hour late 
today. In their conference he told 
the new premier that the five 
basic reforms which he had or- 
dered adopted to correct “the tra- 
ditional social order of Japan” 
would necessitate revision of the 
Japanese constitution. MacArthur 
told the premier that: 

“I expect you to institute them 
as rapidly as they can be assimi- 
lated. 

The reforms stressed were 
emancipation of women through 
enfranchisement; encouragement 
of labor unionization; opening of 
the schools to a more liberal edu- 
cation; abolishment of the “sys- 
tems through which secret in- 
quisition abuse has held constant 
fear” over the heads of the peo- 
ple; and democratization of Japa- 
nese economy revising monopo- 
listic industrial controls.

DROP OF 371 IN CASUALTY 
COUNT, TOTAL NOW 1,070,153

The count of battle casualties in 
the war’ dropped 371 today to a 
total of 1,070,153 as more names 
were struck from the columns of 
the missing. 

Army casualties, as reported to 
the War Department through Oct. 
7, were 922,583—an increase of 107 
over last week. The Navy’s total 
is 147,570, a decrease of 478.

prisoners, 121,829. Navy figures:

RED CROSS CHARGES FRENCH 
ARE MISTREATING PRISONERS 


U. 8S. Army Cuts Off Transfer of 
Germans After Complaints 
of Malnutrition. 

FRANKFURT, Oct. 11 (AP) — 
United States headquarters sus- 
pended today the transfer of any 
further German prisoners to the 
French after the International 
Red Cross charged that captives 
in French hands were suffering 
from malnutrition and not being 
treated according to the Geneva 
Convention. 

The American Army has turned 
over to the French approximately 
700,000 prisoners of war for work 
in rehabilitating France. An 
agreement was signed last spring 
for the transfer of 1,300,000. 

The International Red Cross 
was reported to have made repre- 
sentations to the United States 
Army a week ago about wide- 
spread malnutrition among Ger- 
man prisoners in French camps 
they had investigated. The repre- 
sentations were said to have ac- 
cused the French of not living up 
to terms of the agreement. 


NEW RADIO SETS TO SELL 
NEAR 1942 PRICE LEVELS 


Increase Without Loss of 
Profits, OPA Says. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
New radio sets will sell for about 
the same as in 1942, the Office of 
Price Administration announced 
today. 

The agency granted price in- 
creases averaging about 12 per 
cent to manufacturers, With few 
exceptions wholesalers and retail- 
ers will be required to absorb the 
increase, 

OPA said that despite this over- 
all profit, margins of wholesalers 
and retailers probably would be 
larger than before the war be- 
cause “trade-ins will not have to 
be taken at above the resale value 
and no mark-downs will be neces- 
sary to stimulate consumer buy- 


ing.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11— The 
aftermath of the London confer- 
ence can be summed up today as 
“so far, so good.” Things, in fact, 
are developing more favorably 
than seemed probable a few days 

ago—so far. 

The United States is sticking by 
its guns on its foreign policy. Yet 
it is showing also that it is willing 
to talk things over reasonably if 
other governments will be reason- 
able too. 

America is standing firm on its 
policies in both Japan and the 
Balkans. 

Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes is still against the Russian 
proposal for an Allied control 
council for Japan like the one in 
Germany. 

America still insists that orders 
to Emperor Hirohito must be is- 
sued by General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur. 

America still stands by its pro- 
posal that an Allied commission 
be set up, which would have only 
the power to advise the member 
governments. 

Commission American Idea, 

Washington also wants it clearly 
understood that the idea of setting 
up such a commission was & 
strictly American idea. The United 
States was not talked—or shoved 
—into it by anybody, and the com- 
mission would be operating today 
if it were not for delays caused by 
other powers. 

The State Department proposed 
an Allied commission on Aug. 21. 
Britain did not reply until the end 
of September, and then suggested 
two amendments. The other pow- 
ers have not said yet what they 
think of the amendments. 

Moreover, Washington also re- 
jects the British proposal that the 
advisory commission be formally 
instructed to meet in Tokyo, as 
well as in Washington. 

Finally, the State Department 
points out that it is not America’s 
fault if the advisory commissiou 
has not begun to function yet. The 
delay has beer caused by the fact 
that Britain took five weeks to 
reply to the criginal proposal— 
and then p/oposed amendments 
that the other powers still have 
not either accepted or rejected, 

Friendly Spirit Indicated, 

As for the Dalkans, Washington 
still insists that it must have more 
reliable information about what 
is going on there before it can 
make up its mind whether or not 
to recognize the Romanian and 
Bulgarian governments. To get 
guch information Byrnes is send- 
ing Mark Ethridge, publisher of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal and 
Times, on a tour of investigation 
of those two countries, on the 
theory that a good newspaper man 
is the best of all types to get facts 
and to appraise them. 

This all sounds firm, and it is 
pretty firm, but it is not intran- 
sigent. For Byrnes, who made all 
these points clear, aiso made other 
points clear which show that 
America is willing to discuss 
things in a friendly and hopeful 
spirit. 

Thus, Byrnes only said that he, 
himself, thought that the Russian 
proposal for an Allied control 
council was “unwise.” He said 
that he had caid the proposal be- 
fore the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
Sheir comment. 

What Commission Would Be. 

This means that the door has 
not been slammed on the proposal.

Deliveries of most major items 
of relief supplies from the United 
States would cease entirely in 
December and January unless the 
additional funds are made avail- 
able, Clayton reported, 

Only 20 Million Left. 

Truman told Congress today 
only $20,000,000 of this country’s 
$800,000,000 appropriation for 
United Nations relief remained un- 
committed Aug. 31. 

Truman transmitted the fourth 
report on American participation 
in UNRRA. 

“Life abroad in the coming 
winter,” he said in a letter trans- 
mitting the report, “will depend 
upon the outside assistance which 
this country and other countries 
can render to the liberated peo- 
ples.” 

Asserting that UNRRA “has 
made a substantial beginning in 
the immense task” despite world 
deficits of critical supplies and 
shipping, Truman added: “The 
more this task can be speeded up 
through the early delivery of vi- 
tally needed supplies, the sooner 
it will be possible for UNRRA to 
withdraw, leaving the liberated 
peoples on a firm footing to carry 
on their own life.” 

The report covered the quarter 
ended last June 30, UNRRA of- 
ficials said it was late because 
of what they termed “confusion” 
in liquidation of the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration, under which 
UNRRA operated, and its transfer 
to the State Department. Most 
of the material in the report has 
been superseded by individual re- 
ports made public since June 30. 

It did include a few new figures. 

One was a statistical] 
table showing that as of Sept. 15 
all 44 nations participating had 
pledged $1,882,759,991 to UNRRA.

CHINESE LEADERS 


REPORT REACHING 
BASIL AGREEMENT 


Chiang, Communist Chief 
Issue Statement — De- 


tails to Be Dealt With 


Later. 


By CLYDE FARNSWORTH 

CHUNGKING, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Chinese Nationalists and Commu- 
nist negotiators for a unified China 
issued a communique today agree- 
ing on basic principles of po- 
litical peace in a nation split for 
decades by bloody fighting for 
government control. 

The communique also set forth 
the negotiators’ willingness to 
‘continue the talks’ which have 
been under way during a five- 
week truce in the fighting, and 
to submit complex military and 
political questions still unsettled 
to a military subcommittee and a 
broadly constituted political con- 
sultative council. 

The statement indicated the de- 
termination of nationalist leader 
Chiang Kai-shek to achieve “unity 
of political authority” immedi- 
ately. 

Mao Tze-tung, leader of the 
‘Communist forces, said “the out- 
look is optimistic” as he boarded 
a plane in Chungking to return 
to his headquarters at Yenan, 
Shensi province. He conceded that 
some points remained to be settled, 
but he said this work could be 
done by the military committee 
and the political council. 

The communique originally was 
scheduled to be issued yesterday, 
China’s big national Holiday of the 
Double Ten, tenth day of the 
tenth month, but it was held up 
for a final, personal polishing by 
Mao and Chiang. 

Mao was a guest last night at 
Chiang’s Shantung home. They 
had a 10-minute chat yesterday 
afternoon at Gen. Chang Chih- 
chung’s residence, where Mao had 
been staying. Later, they attend- 
ed a diplomatic reception at Na- 
tional Government headquarters 
observing the double tenth. 

The reception was followed by 
a final conference between Gen. 
Chang, Dr. Wang Shi-chieh, For- 
eign Minister, and Shao Li-tze, 
secretary general of the People’s 
Political Council, and the Com- 
-munist negotiators, Chou En-lai 
and Wang Jo-fei. They were re- 
ported to have signed records of 
their conference. 

Gen. Chang, who heads the po- 
litical department of the National 
Military Council and has been‘one 
of the Kuomintang negotiators, - 
accompanied Mao to Yenan.

Missouri until the State Depart- 
ment of Resourees and Develop- 
ment could report on the advisa- 
bility of such projects. 

“While strong pressure groups 
are urging passage of MVA legis- 
lation in Congress, some of the 
forces which ar@fighting an MVA 
are hurrying to carry out the fed- 
eral flood control program,” Peak 
Said. “Such hasty action likely 
will be injurious to the state.”

$35,000,000 World Trade Center Proposed 


— Reconversion Leaves Some Workers 
Idle With Lower-Pay Jobs Unfilled.

x ee vision of San Francisco as the 


center in the western world for 
trade with the Orient has stirred 
the imaginations of men put here. 
They are beginning to back their 
dreams with dollars. 

While troops are still scat- 
tered over the Pacific area, and 
despite the real and immediate 
problems of industrial reconver- 
sion to peace here in the United 
States, the men who built Boulder 
dam, for instance, are beginning 
to talk about tackling the job of 
industrializing China. The war so 
recently concluded seems to them 
to have left vast opportunities for 
commerce in its wake. San Fran- 
cisco, with the largest land-locked 
harbor in the world, is preparing 
to take full advantage of those 
opportunities. 

There is something of a gold- 
rush atmosphere about the whole 
thing. It is not easy to disen- 
tangle hopeful evangelism from 
sound prospects. The possibility 
of San Francisco becoming the 


New York of the West cannot be 
ignored, however, 


Trade Center Proposed. 
Owners of shipping lines, ware- 
houses and shipyards are prepar- 
ing for a great growth of com- 
merce with the lands across the 


Pacific. A group of San Francisco 
business men is backing the pro- 


posed erection of a $35,000,000 
world trade center, a 12-block area 
in downtown San Francisco con- 
sisting of buildings an... terminal 


facilities, modeled after Rockefel- 
ler Center in New York. The 
trade center would provide cen- 
tralized space for all world trade 
facilities, and would hope to at- 
tract foreign buyers. Manufactur- 
ers in the San Francisco area, in 
anticipation of the expansion of 
trade with the Orient, are plan- 
ning production schedules to in- 
clude a greater volume of exports 
than ever before.

Stephen D. Bechtel is 
quoted as saying, “The billion peo- 
ple of the Pacific area need 
United States engineering, con- 
struction and industrial organiza- 
tions in practically every line, to 
help them raise standards of liv- 
ing and develop their resources.” 
Eugene Staley, director here of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, has 
figured out that if the industrial- 
ization of China in the future 
would parallel the industrializa- 
tion of Japan from 1900 to 1936, 
China would need to buy one bil- 
lion dollars worth of capital goods 
a year abroad for 10 years. 


San Francisco’s Growth. 

Today, the San Francisco bay 
region is a sprawling aggregate of 
some 60 communities, including 
the cities of San Francisco and 
Oakland, with a combined popu- 
lation of around 2,000,000. It is 
the banking center of the West, 
and heavy industry now has more 
than a toehold here. Estimates of 
further growth are astronomical. 

Taking this situation into ac- 
count as best they can, industrial- 
ists in this area are reconverting 
their plants today. That they 
seem to be solving some of the 
problems of reconversion with 
vigor and imagination was seen 
by correspondents, including a 
member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, who in the last two days 
have visited three industrial plants 
and talked to at least 20' leading 
industrialists of the area. 

Joseph A. Moore Sr., chairman 
of the board of the Moore Dry- 
dock Co., which built Liberty ships 
during the war and employed 
more than 37,000 workers at the 
peak of production, now is turn- 
ing to the production of structural 
steel and mining equipment. 

Moore, however, has not aban- 
doned his shipping interests. He 
predicted a “great increase in 
oriental trade,” and is bidding for 
the purchase of the American 
President Lines. His facilities here 
for ship repairs, and ferry and 
barge construction have been con- 
siderably expanded, and will con- 
tinue in operation. Despite these 
activities, employment at Moore’s 
firm has dropped to around 3500 
after cancellation of government 
orders. 

Industrialists here generally 
complain of a shortage of labor; 
however, Roger D. Lapham, 
mayor of San Francisco, said 
there were 28,000 unfilled jobs in 
the city. He said the labor situa- 
tion was “confused,” with men 
thrown: out of shipbuilding jobs 
but other jobs going unfilled. The 
unfilled jobs, for the most part, 
are at considerably lower pay 
than rates in shipbuilding yards. 

The Food Machinery Corp. of 
San Jose, near San Francisco, 
which manufactured nearly 11,000 
amphibious tractors, called Vari- 
ously alligators and water buffalo, 
for the armed forces, now is re- 
converting and adding new food 
growing, processing and packing 
machines to its line. The Food 
Machinery corporation has plants 
in 15 cities in the United States 
and Canada, including two in Cal- 
ifornia, and plans to do a $30,000,- 
000 annual business after recon- 
version is complete. 

Employment by this firm was 
1000 in 1929, had doubled by 1941 
‘and reached a war peak of 8500.

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Normandy D-Day Scheduled to Fit 
Global Strategy, 


but Shortage of 


Landing Craft Compelled Delays 


Proposed Simultaneous Landing on Riviera 
Postponed; Boats Had to Be Borrowed for 
Cross-Channel Thrust, Then Sent Back 
for Drive North From Mediterranean. 


Herewith the Post-Dispatch begins publication of the tezrt of 
the important sections of Gen. George C. Marshall's biennial 
report to the Secretary of War.

N November and Deeember, 1943, the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff had met with President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill at the SEXTANT conference in Cairo and then 
with the President, Prime Minister, Marshal Stalin and his 


military adviser at Teheran. 


By that time it was clear how 


the defeat of Germany could be brought about—but the 
Allies were beset by innumerable specific problems of imple- 


menting the Gesired strategy. 


The greatest of these by far was the critical shortage of 


landing craft. 


Those available for the top priority operation 


OVERLORD in Normandy still seemed insufficient and there 
were many other vital operations that had to be undertaken 
if we were to maintain the initiative on the global battle- 


fronts. 

Even though an attack in the 
south of France was considered 
essential to the success of OVER- 
LORD, the combined chiefs of 
staff had previously directed that 
68 landing ships be returned from 
the Mediterranean theater te the 
United Kingdom beginning 15 Jan- 
uary to meet the requirements of 
the cross-channel assault as then 


planned. 
Despite these additional ships, 


it became evidént that there would 
not be sufficient landing craft in 
Great Britain by the invasion tar- 
get date to provide a sufficient 
margin of safety for the hazard- 
ous amphibious assault. There- 
fore, upon their return to Cairo 
from Teheran, the combined 
chiefs resolved that, more strenu- 
ous measures must be taken to 
permit a broadening of the initial 
landing in Normandy, ° 


Complicating Factors. 


The Mediterranean theater could 
be bled no further. Only suffic- 
jent resources were left there for 
an assault force of two divisions 
for southern France, and military 
intelligence indicated that while 
this force could probably over- 
come anticipated German resist- 
ance on the Riviera coast, the 
rapid develqpment of the opera- 
tion northward up the Rhone val- 
ley would not permit further re- 


duction. 

The remaining possible source 
for additional landing ships was in 
the shipyards of Great Britain and 
the United States. Such an in- 
crease in time for OVERLORD 
would require a miracle of produc- 
tion, since these shipyards were 
already overcrowded and working 
at furious speed to maintain the 
heavy existing schedule of landing 
craft production, as well as that 
for the construction of destroyers 
and destroyer escorts urgently re- 
quired to combat the German sub- 


marines. ad

campaign. 

By late August, 1948, shipping 
was partially released from this 
heavy southern commitment and 
troops again began to pour into 
the British Isles, On D-day, 6 
June 1944, the strength of the 
United States Army in that 
theater was 1,533,000; ip the in- 
terim an average of 150,000 men 
had been transported each 
month, 

The build-up of this force, to- 
gethcr with a corresponding ac- 
cumulation of supplies of all 
kinds, fnvolved a tremendous job 
of transportation, and _ special 
credit must be given to the Navy 
for its vital part in the undertak- 
ing. An enormous administrative 
task was also involved, since fa- 
cilities for quartering and training 
such large forces had to be pro- 
vided within the limited area of 
the United Kingdom, 

The efficiency of the pre-inva- 
sion build-up is exemplified by the 
speed with which units landing in 
Britain were provided with their 
essential arms and equipment. 
Through a system of preshipping 
and storing, the Army Service 
Forces were able to have equip- 
ment distributed and waiting for 
each unit on its arrival. Within 
a maximum of 30 days after de- 
barking, divisions were fully 
equipped and ready for action, 


Full-Dress Rehearsal. 


The units arriving in the United 
Kingdom from America were well 


trained, espetially in fast-rgoving

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the Mediterranean were battle- 
tested. Nontheless, everything 
possible was done during their 
staging period in the United King- 
dom to increase their combat ef- 
ficiency despite the limited ter- 
rain available in a densely popu- 
lated a@d cultivated countryside. 

‘The troops which were to make 
the assault landings maneuvered 
mealistically on beaches and ground 
which approximated the target 
areas. In the early spring of 
1944, joint exercises of the ground, 
sea, and air forces which were to 
make the attack were held along 
the southern coast of England. It 
was a full-dress rehearsal. 

Three weeks before the invasion 
Gen. Eisenhower wrote: 

“There is no question at all as 


to the readiness of the troops. 
They are well trained, fit, and 
impatient to get the job started 
and completed. In forecasting 
future possibilities, it is, of 
course, necessary that we seek 
ways and means to bring to bear 
those factors in which we en- 
joy a great superiority over the 
enemy. These are control of the 


sea, command of the air, includ- 
ing resources in airborne troops 
and.armor. I am trying to vis- 
ualize an operation in which we 
would bring tn behind the ini- 
tial beachhead a great strength 
in armor and seek an oOppor- 
tunity to launch a big armored 


attack in conjunction with a 
deep and very heavy penetration 
by airborne troops.” 


Victory in the Air—German Fighter Force 
Routed; Factories, Transportation Smashed 


Y 1 July 1943 the Allied strate- 
B gic air assault of Air Chief 

Marshal A. T. Harris’s Royal 
Air Force Bomber Command by 
night and Gen, Eaker’s Eighth Air 
Force by day on the fortress of 
Europe was Mm full swing and was 
producing important results. Single 
raids in which the air force deliv- 
ered bomb loads of more than 500 
tons had been carried out, Serious 
inroads had been made on the 
combat power of the German 
fighter force. 


These results had been obtained 
with an American air fleet of less 
than 1000 heavy bombers and 1000 
planes of other types. By D-day, 
the strength of the United States 
air forces in the United Kingdom 
exceeded 3000 heavy bombers and 
6500 first-line planes of other 
types. The attacks on Germany 
continued with increasing inten- 
sity and shattering power. 


The climax in air war came in 
February 1944, when the Luft- 
waffe made a powerful effort 
to sweep our day bombers from 


a week, It was fought 
Over Regensburg, Merseburg, 
Schweinfurt, and other critical 
industrial centers. The Ger- 
man fighter force was severely 
crippled, and our attacks con- 
tinued with unabated fury. 
From the time of the Eighth 
Air Force’s first heavy bomber 
attack on 17 August 1942 until 
V-E day, United States airmen 
had dropped more than 1,550,000 
tons Of bombs on Western Euro- 
pean targets. During 1948, fol- 
lowing successful attacks on the 
enemy’s submarine yards and 
bases, the effort of our preci- 
sion bombers was concentrated | 
against aircraft and ball-bearing 
manufacturing plants, air- 
dromes, and communications, 
The German fighter command, 
already outclassed in aerial 
» combat, was further reduced by 
Inability to get replacements.

The effects of this phase of the 
air assault were enormous, for 
transportation and communica- 
tions fire the life arteries of a 
modern industrial state engaged in 
total war, 

Medium bombers and fighter- 
bombers of Lt, Gen, Lewis H. Bre 
reton’s Ninth Air Force, which 
moved from the Middle East dur- 
ing the fall of 1943, struck enemy 
airfields in diversionary attacks so 
timed as to reduce the concen- 
tration of enemy fighters which 
might oppose the passaf@e of the 
heavy United States bomber for- 
mations, Diversionary fighter 
sweeps further dislocated the en- 
emy’s air opposition, As the range 
of fighters was increased through 
the installation of additional fuel 
tanks, they were employed more 
and more to escort bombers to 
targets deep in Germany. 


Relief for Russians, 


As the aerial offensive mounted 
the enemy was forced to withdraw 
fighters from the support of his 
armies in the East to meet the 
threat from the West. This was 
an important factor in enabling 
the Soviet air forces to maintain 
superiority on their front. 

It was not merely overwhelm- 
ing numbers of planes which 
gave our air assault its great 
effectiveness. There were im- 
portant, almost revolutionary, 
improvements in techniques and 
in equipment, To reduce the ex- 
cessive aircraft losses in long, 
round-trip bombing flights ex- 
posed to constant enemy inter- 
ception, a system of shuttle- 
bombing between bases in the 
United Kingdom and North 
Africa was initiated in mid-

combination of favorable weather, 
tide, and light conditions, Moon-

D-day was scheduled for 5 June; 
this date was changed to 6 June 
because of unfavorable but clear- 
ing weather.

Airborne and Seaborne. 


At 0200 hours on 6 June, 1944, 
the American Eighty-second and

ing Normendy beaches from Cher- 
bourg to Caen.

broad front; British and Canadian 
forces commanded by Lt. Gen Sir 
Miles C. Dempsey, and American 
forces commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley deploved against 
50 miles of coast line. Aerial bom- 
bardment of beach defenses along 
the coast began at 0314, preJim- 
inary naval bombardment at 0550. 
shortly after sunrise. At 06°0 the 
first waves of assault infantry 
and tanks landed on the invasion 
beaches, 

German defen<es on all beach- 
es were formidale: they consist- 
ed first of bands of underwater 
obstacles desirned tn break un 
formations of landirge craft: 
mines were freely used to make 
these obstacles more lethal, 

The beaches themselves were 
heavily mined an” strung with 
wire. Concrete pifiboxes and 
gun emplecements were sited to 
deliver withering crossfire dlong 
the beaches. 

All exits leadine inland from 
the heaches were blocked by an- 
titank walls and ditches, mine 
fields and barbed wire. 

Further, inland, mortars and 
artillerv were sited to deliver in- 
direct fire on the beaches, Oren 
fields were blocked arainst glid- 
er landings by patterns of heavy 
stakes, but complete intellirerce 
gathered up to the moment of 
assault provided detailed know!l- 
edge of enemy disnos'tions ond 
enabled the troops to breach the 
defenses, 

In the American sector, the 
beach areas totaled 19.000 yards 
in length. Every 75 yards a 
landing craft loaded with assault 
infantry touched down at H- 
hour. Assault veterars cha~ged 
down the ramps, picked their 
way through the bands of ob- 
stacles, and immediately prowd- 
ed cover for the work of naval 
and engineer demolition crews 
which followed close behind. 
Each crew had a snecific task to 
perform in clearing lanes for 
subsequent waves of craft e*r- 
rying infantry, artillery, vehicles 
and supplies. Naval gunfire and 
alr bombardment hammered at 
artillery and mortar  posit'ons, 
pillboxes, and gun emplace- 
ments, 

Resistance by German ground 
elements was stubborn, and bitter 
fighting developed in many sec- 
tors. Our long campaign against

Eisenhower Pursues 


HE second phase of the in- 
vasion had two objectives: 
first, the capture of the port of 
Cherbourg; and, second, the build- 
up of sufficient forces and ma- 
teriel to enable the forces to 
break out from the beachhead 
and strike toward Germany. 

Now the fighting grew fiercer. 
After a bitter and costly struggle, 
Cherbourg fell on 27 June to the 
Fourth, Ninth and Seventy-ninth 
divisions of General Collins’ CII 
Corps. Damage in the harbor was 
so extensive and difficult of re- 
pairs that until the late fall thou- 
sands of tons of materiel were 
still pouring over the beaches. 

Other Allied forces had, by 1 
July, deepened the beachhead by 
advances up to 20 miles in the 
area between Caen and St. Lo 
against increasingly stubborn re- 
sistance in the aggressively de- 
fended hedgerows of the Cotentin 
Peninsula. 


‘Going Extremely Tough.’ 
Gen. Eisenhower wrote on 5 
July: 
“The going is extremely tough, 
with three main causes respon- 
sible. The first of these, as al- 
ways, is the fighting quality of 
the German soldier. The second 
is the nature of the country. 
Our whole attack has to fight 
its way out of very narrow bot- 
tlenecks flanked by marshes 
and against an enemy who has 
a double hedgerow and an inter- 
vening ditch almost every 50 
yards as ready-made _ strong 
points. The third cause is the 


weather. Our air has been un- 
able to operate at maximum 
efficiency and on top of this 
the rain and mud were so bad 
during my visit that I was re- 
minded of Tunisian wintertime. 
It was almost impossible to lo- 
cate artillery targets although 
we have plenty of guns avail- 
able. Even with clear weather 
it is extraordinarily difficult to 
point out a target that is an 
appropriate one for either air or 
artillery.” 

In spite of the lack of a major 
port, the build-up in the beach- 
head was completed late in July. 
On 1 August, the Twelfth United 
States Army Group, later desig- 
nated the Central Group of Ar- 
mies, became operational under 
the command of Gen, Bradley, Its 
two armies—the First, under Lt.

Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, and the 
Third, under Lt. Gen. George S. 
Patton Jr., totaling i3 infantry 
and five armored divisions, had 
been assembled in the beachhead 
area. The Canadian First Army 
under General Crerar and the 
British Second Army under Gen- 
eral Dempsey composed the Twen- 
ty-first Army Group, later desig- 
nated the Northern Group of Ar- 
mies, commanded by Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery. 

These armies were still depend- 
ent on beachhead supply for their 
sustenance, Even with unseason- 
able bad weather which severely

nerable initial landings. 
Reinforcements continued to 
pour ashore, and by nightfall on 
D-day, five American divisions, the 
First, Fourth, Twenty-ninth, and 
Eighty-second and 101st Airborne, 
with tanks, artillery and other re- 
inforcements, were firmly estab- 
lished, 

Alo ashore were advance de- 
tachments of the headquarters of 
Maj. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow’s 
Fifth Corps and Maj. Gen, J. Law- 


ton Collins’s Seventh Corps. 

Additional divisions still afloat 
were being landed in a steady 
stream, constantly augmenting the 
superiority which our assault 
troops had already established 
over the German defenders. 


Beachhead Secure. 


By the second morning it was 
Clear that the beachhead was se- 
cure and that the greatest and 
longest step toward the destruc- 
tion of the German armies of the 
west had been taken, The “crust” 
of the German coastal defense sys- 
tem had been broken. The Ger- 
man boast that an invading force 
could not remain ashore for nine 
hours had been flung back on the 
now desperate defenders. 


Shortly after D-day the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff met in Lon- 
don in order to be immediately 
available should an emergency 
arise requiring a prompt decision 
on some matter beyond Gen. 
Eisenhower’s jurisdiction as Su- 
preme Commander. The assault 
went so well that it was possible 
on 12 June for the Combined 
Chiefs to visit to beaches of Nor- 
mandy and observe at first hand 
the magnitude of the undertaking 
and the gallant and skillful man- 
ner in which the Allied forces were 
overcoming the resistance of the 
veteran German soldiers.

Preparations for this operation 
under the general supervision of 
the Supreme Allied Commander, 
Mediterranean Theater of Opera- 
tions, had been under way, while 
the campaigns in Italy and North- 
ern France were in progress. The 
very threat of such a landing had 
held substantial German forcés of 
the First and Nineteenth armies 
immobilized in the south of 
France, preventing their deploy- 


ings with gun and rocket fire. If 
the Allied navies had not per- 
formed this task brilliantly, the 
invasion would have failed before 
it was well begun. 


The combined planning of Brit- 
ish and American staffs, working 
together as a single team with 
excellent knowledge of enemy dis- 
positions, resulted in precise ex- 
ecution of an operation so compli- 
cated that it almost defies de- 


tributed in great measure to 
wholehearted Allied co-operation, 
as well as to the stout hearts and 


fearless courage of the men. 
The destruction of rail and 


road communications by the air 
forces and their constant straf- 
ing of the highways continued 
to prevent the enemy from con- 
centrating a superior force 


against the beachhead.

These achievements, without pre- 
cedent in history, were not antici- 
pated by the German defenders 
and, consequently, their plans for 
the defense of the French coast 
had not taken them into account. 


Bradley Attacks. 

Gen, Bradley was able, on 25 
July, to mount the offensive which 
broke out of the beachhead at St. 
Lo and Avranches and carried the 
lines swiftly forward to the Meuse 
river. Preceding the ground attack 
1500 heavy bombers and hundreds 
of other combat aircraft dropped 
more than 3390 tons of bombs on 
enemy positions on a narrow 


front. The crushing power of the 
air attack and its paralyzing effect 
on the enemy’s movement blasted 


the way for rapid penetration of 
German lines, 

While observing preparations for 
the attack, one of the Army's out- 
standing soldiers, Lt. Gen. Lesley 
J. McNair, was killed by mis- 
directed bombs of our own air 
force. Though his loss wag a tre- 
mendous shock to our divisions, 
which he had organized and 
trained, he undoubtedly died in 
the way he preferred—in battle. 
Gen, McNair was utterly fearless. 

The »reak-out gave Gen. Eisen- 
hower an opportunity to deliver 
might blows at the shaken enemy. 
At the height of this action he 


wrote: 

“My entire preoccupation 
these days is to secure the de- 
struction of a substantia] portion 
of the enemy forces facing us.

Special Service Force, and French 
commandos, A British-American 
Airborne Task Force jumped as- 
tride the Argens river west of 
St. Raphael the night preceding 
the seaborne agsault and seized 
the pass through which our forces 
would debouch. By 28 August the 
beachheads were firmly estab- 
lished and the advance up the 
Rhone valley was well under way.

On 15 September other United 
States and French forceg were 
combined into the Sixth Army 
Group (later designated the 
Southern Group of Armies) com- 
manded by Lt. Gen. Jacob L. De- 
vers.

Entry Into Paris. 


On 25 August the Second French

Logistical Difficulties. 

To the north, our First Army 
had crossed the Belgian frontier on 
2.September captured Liege on the 
eighth, crossed Luxembourg, and 
entered Germany on the eleventh.

As the Allies approached the 
German border, supply lines 
were stretched to the limit and 
the marching columns of the 
armies were maintained only by 
the full use of air trausporta- 
‘tion, fast double-lane, one-way 
track routes, such as the famous 
Red Ball Express from the Nor- 
mandy beaches to Paris, and 
other emergency measures, Lo- 
gisticai difficulties now began to 
slow down the advance. Time 
was needed for the opening of 
additional ports and for the re- 
laying and repair of hundreds 
of miles of French railroads. 

The following extract from a 
report by Gen. Eisenhower indi- 
cates the severity of the campaign 
in France and illustrates the tre- 
mendous needs of our armies dur- 
ing this campaign, in addition to 
the rout.ne consumption of huge 
quantities of gasoline and rations:

British Efforts. 


The efforts of the British for é 
on the north flank were to ba& 
devoted for several weeks to clear-J 
ing the enemy from these islands.

The ports of southern France 
were vital to the United States 
Seventh Army and the French 
First Army in the southern group 
of armies. Toulon and Marseille 
were in operation late in Septem- 
ber. Since then 14 divisions were 
moved through southern French 
ports, in addition to an average 
daily unloading of over 18,000 tons 
of supplies. 

Two railways were placed in 
early operation, including the 
double-track -main line through 
Lyon and Dijon, and thousands of 
tons of supplies moved daily over 
these lines and by truck to for- 
ward railheads. 


Port capacities and transporta- 
tion facilities were sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the en- 
tire southern group of armies 
and also to assist in the supply 
of the central group of armies 
until the stubborn defense of the 
water entrance to Antwerp was 
reduced, 


Miracles of Repair. 


After the port of Antwerp be- 
came operational, it handled on | 
an average of over 25,000 tons of 
stores daily, despite the V-bombs. 
This tremendous increase in our 
over-all port capacity made it un- 
necessary to devote more precious 
time and manpower to reopen the 
shattered ports in Brittany, which, 
although now in our hands, were 
much more distant from the front | 
lines than Antwerp. 


Having overcome the _ acute 
shortage of port facilities, the pri- 
mary bottleneck in the supply line 
then became transportation from 
the port supply dumps to the 
front lines. 


To improve this situation our 
Engineers, Transportation Corps, 
and other supply troops in Lt. 
Gen. J.C.H. Lee’s communications 
zone performed miracles in repair- 
ing and building railways, operat- 
ing large high-speed truck con- 
voys, and extending fuel pipelines 
from the ports and terminals of 
16 cross-Channe] pipelines to the 
forward areas. At one time 70 
miles of pipe were being laid in a 
single day.’

WASHINGTON, Oct 11—Approv- 
al of nonstop service between St. 


Louis and Fort Worth and Dallas, 
Tex., and one-stop service between 
St. Louis and the west coast and 
Mexico City was sought by Amer- 
jcan Airlines, Inc., in applications 
filed yesterday with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. 

The flights would be made by 
converted four-engined C54E trans- 


ports, which now are being adapt- 
ed for civilian passenger use. Each 
will carry at least 50 persons and 
American Airlines will receive its 
first of about 50 planes Dec. 22. 
The schedules would be in addi- 
tion to present flights. 

A nonstop flight from St. Louis 
to Fort Worth would be completed 
in 3 hours and 15 minutes, an 
hour and 48 minutes less than the 
time required at present. The 
next leg, from Fort Worth to

END DOCK STRIKE 


50,000 Tons of Much- 
needed Food Tied Up 
at British Wharves — 
46,500 Out. 


LONDON, Oct. 11 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee summoned his cab- 
inet into executive session today 
to consider the dock strike which 
spread to Glasgow and threatened 
Great Britain with a hungry week- 


end. 

All major docks faced imminent 
tle-ups and delivery of food in 
these tightly rationed islands was 
imperilled. 

No. 10 Downing street issued 
no immediate announcement, but 
the question of Government inter- 
vention appeared certain to be 
raised when the House of Com- 
mons assembles this afternoon, 

The huge docks at Glasgow were 
closed down when 4000 Scottish 
stevedores joined the strike. 

In all more than 46,500 strikers 
are out. Some 2500 more walked 
out during the morning at London 
and Newcastle-on-Tyne. Thou- 
sands more London dock workers 
were reported planning to strike 
later today. 

Well over 50,000 tons of needed 
food was tied up at miles of idle 
wharves. Much of the food is per- 
ishable. 

The skimpy British ration of 
meat, butter, eggs, bacon, lard and 
oranges was threatened with dras- 
tic curtailment. Warehouse re- 
serves dropped to a menacing low. 

Hopes for an immediate settle- 
ment of what union leaders called 
a “wildcat strike’ diminished. 
Strike leaders in Liverpool where 
the walkout started nearly three 
weeks go asserted: 

“The fight goes on and the bat- 


\;tle is nearly won.” 


More than 1400 British troops of 
the Royal Engineers and pioneer 
corps moved into Liverpool's eight 
miles of idle docks and prepared 
to begin work tomorrow unload- 
ing 200 ships in that storm center, 
where 20,000 men dre striking.

G. W. Shepard Jr. Says He 
Could Wear No Shoes—On 
Boat That Sank. 


OTOR MACHINIST MATE 
MV czorce W SHEPARD JR., 

5335 Conde street, who was 
of the four boats which evacu- 
ated Gen, Douglas MacArthur and 
his staff from Corregidor, told a 
Navy correspondent of his exper- 
iences following the Jap invasion 
of Cebu in 1942 in a dispatch re- 
ceived here, Shepard was recent- 
ly liberated from a Jap prison 
camp at Yokaichi, Japan. 

After the naval battle off Cebu 
in April, 1942, when his patrol- 
torpedo boat sank a Jap heavy 
cruiser, the boat was. attacked 
and sun: by four Japanese bomb- 
ers. The day following the sink- 
ing of the PT-34, Shepard and 11 
other men escaped into the hills 
to avoid capture by the Japs, who 
had just overrun Cebu. After 
several months of arduous travel, 


during which they had several 
narrow escapes from Jay patrols, 
|they reached Mindanao. 

The men fought with American 
forces there until the fall of Min- 
danao, when they were captured 
on May 10, 1942. Shepard was 
taken to Davao, where he was 
forced to work hérding animals 
and raising rice. They were kept 
stripped to what Shepard called a 
“G-string” and could wear no 
shoes. 

In June, 1944, they were put 
into a hold of a ship bound for 
Japan, where they remained, ex- 
cept for two days, until they 
landed on the Japanese mainland 
three months later. Shepard was

The Company 
within thirty days from the receipt of such notice will 
meet with the Local Union and endeavor to reach an 
agreement... in the event an agreement is not reached 
within sixty days after the expiration of such thirty- 
day period, the Union may immediately exercise its 
rights to strike.”

At Port Arthur, Texas, in January, 1941, 
the average hourly rate, excluding over- 
time, was 93 cents. Now, this figure is 
$1.21 — an increase of 30 per cent, but 
due to overtime premium payments, the 
average hourly earning now is $1.31 — 
an increase of 40 per cent. 


The action of the Union is in violation of 
the War Labor Disputes Act which reads: 


“The representative of the employes shall give to the 
Secretary of Labor notice of any labor dispute... For 
not less than thirty.days after notice is given, the con- 
tractor and his employes shall continue production... 
On the thirtieth day after notice is given the National 
Labor Relations Board shall forthwith take a secret 
ballot of the employes on the question whether they 
will permit interruption of war production.” 


In January, 1941, the average take-home 
pay on the basis of a 36-hour week was 
$33.50 per werk. After applying the 
Company’s offer of a 15 per cent increase, 
and reducing the workweek from 48 to 
40 hours, the average take-home pay 
would be $55.44 per week — an increase 
in take-home pay of 65 per cent over 
January, 1941. This compares with an in- 
crease in the cost of living of approxi- 
mately 30 per cent. 


The Texas Company offered a 15% in- 

crease prior to the strike. That increase 
represents 46 hours of pay for 40 hours of 
work. The employes have been working 
48 hours per week and receiving pay for 
52 hours.

Its contents and _ conclusions 
completely surprised the Rus- 
sians and probably filled them 
with dismay. To the Russians 
this report seemed to justify 
their growing suspicions that the 
Americans and British were try- 
ing—by watering down or cir- 
cumventing the Potsdam terms 
—to recreate a stronger indus- 
trial Germany; one strong 
enough to serve as a buffer be- 
tween themselves and the Soviet 
Union. 


Raymond Daniell, Berlin corre- 
spondent of the New York Times, 
provided the first detailed infér- 
mation about the highly § signi- 
ficant report of the American eco- 
nomic advisers. His dispatch must 
be examined in full to appreciate 
what sharp and devastating re- 
actions the Americans’ recommen- 
dations must inevitably have had 
upon the present anxious psychol- 
ogy of Soviet leaders. I state this 
merely as a cold fact. This is not 
written either to blame or defend 
any member of the Big Three. If 
we would understand why the 
London Council failed so dis- 
astrously, we must seek facts— 
without emotion and without par- 
tisan bias. 


What, then, was the dynamite 
in the American economic ad- 
visers report? The experts de- 
cided (and perhaps with con- 
siderable reason on their side) 
that the severe industrial limi- 
tations proposed for Germany 
would make it impossible for 
her to pay the Allies’ occupation 
costs and all the war repara- 
tions which the Allies, especially 
the Soviet Union, expect Ger- 
many to pay.

All this might sound perfect- 
ly logical to most Americans 
at first glance. Just as it seemed 
logical to the American experts 
who—the Russians noted care- 
fully—include a member of the 
Dillon-Read firm which made 
large loans to Germany after 
the last war, and the prewar 
4merican chief of General Mo- 
tors’ Opel factories in Germany. 
But what the experts’ findings 
boil down to is something 
packed with political TNT for 
the Big Three. The experts 
were saying that the sacred 
Potsdam agreements regarding 
Germany won't work — and 
ought to be revised. 

In this situation 
Molotov, in London, permitted 
his Sept. 11 concession’ to 
stand? Then, of course, the 
Russians themselves would be 
on record as having been the 
first Big Three power to open 
a breach in the Potsdam blue- 
print. Having been the first to 
allow a departure from the 
sanctity of the Potsdam agree- 
ment, how could Moscow then 
consistently oppose the Ameri- 
can economic experts’ proposals 
to “water down” seriously the 
basic terms for Germany’s eco- 
nomic future? 

For the Russians the Amer- 
ican experts’ report constitutes 
the first major assault upon the 
peace terms proposed for Ger- 
many—upon the whole broad 
program agreed upon and 
signed for by President Truman 
and Prime Minister Attlee at 
Potsdam.

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Deferment for Scientists 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Gen, Marshall's annual message, re- 
leased to the press this week, carries a 
statement emphasizing the contribution 
of America’s scientists to the speedy 
winning of the war. Among the scientists 
and engineers who participated in the 
development of radar, rockets and the 
atomic bomb, many are under 26. In 
our own laboratory which brought forth 
such weapons as the bazooka and air- 
craft rockets, about 35 per cent of the 
technical personnel fall in that age 
group. These men will be drafted short- 
ly unless something is done to prevent it. 

Only a few thousand scientists and en- 
gineers under 26 were deferred during 
the war, If they are drafted now, it will 
dangerously deplete the supply of tech- 
nically trained men. Several of us here 
have felt that our case was hopeless ow- 
ing to the general misconception that we 
have been evading the draft and that the 
new military weapons were developed by 
Army Ordnance, rather than by self-ef- 
facing civilian research teams. 

The average citizen cannot see any 
reason for not drafting those of us who 
would otherwise go back to industry 
or college. However, if we enter the 
Army now, it will be several years be- 
fore we can be of any effective use to 
the nation, If people could be informed 
how easily the Allies might have lost 
the war without the scientific research 
that resulted in the development of new 
weapons, they would agree that although 
we serve as civilians, our services were 
at least as valuable as if we had been 
in Army Ordnance, especially since 
many of us who wanted to join the 
armed forces were refused releases. 

Even more important, unless many of 
ws are returned to industrial research 
and graduate schools quickly, the na- 
tion faces a scientific famine that is 
bound to have severe economic reper- 
cussions. Jobs for all are impossible 
until scientific research creates them. 
The seriousness of this situation cannot 
be overlooked. However, to our knowl- 
edge, the Administration is not doing 
anything to put this idea across.

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MVA or Imitation? 


President Truman’s speech at the dedication of 
TVA’s Kentucky Dam yesterday begins as a 
triumphant cheer for TVA, continues as a ring- 
ing call for similar developments to be carried 
out in other river valleys of the nation, and con- 
cludes in weak and ambiguous generalities that 
evade the sole and burning issue of how the 
developments are to be carried out. 

The President said TVA was a huge success. 
Everyone knows that by now, except the blindest 
die-hards. He said its principle of unified 
regional development must be applied to the 
other major watersheds of the nation. Every- 
one is in favor of that, both the advocates of 
MVA and the enemies of MVA. 

No one recognizes the superiority of the TVA 
method more than the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau. They realize that it makes 
their piecemeal methods look so inadequate 
by comparison that the only way they can com- 
pete with it is to imitate it. They are con- 
vinced that the alternatives that confront them 
are to imitate or perish. 

The sole issue about the Missouri Valley de- 
velopment is whether it shall be entrusted to 
MVA or to an imitation MVA. That is the issue 
which President Truman evaded in his dedicatory 
speech at Kentucky Dam, which he evaded in 
his reconversion message to Congress last month, 
which he evaded in two speeches at New Or- 
Jeans when he was campaigning for the vice- 
presidency last October. and which he now 
needs to tell the country his position on. 

Mr. Truman's vagueness about the only con- 
troversial question involved in the Missouri Val- 
ley development proposal is puzzling enough of 
itself, but it becomes doubly puzzling in view 
of the fact that plain speaking is one of his 
most remarkable characteristics. Why doesn’t 
he speak his mind plainly about MVA? Why 
doesn't he define what he means when he says 
he is for MVA~—whether he means what the TVA 
would mean by it, or whether he means what 
the Army Engineers, Secretary Ickes and the Re- 
clamation Bureau would mean by it? 

Instead, he says “most” of the common-sense 
principles of TVA can be applied to other val- 
leys. Which ones can't be applied to the Mis- 
souri Valley, and why? He says “procedure,” 
“details of administration and control,” may 
have to vary. What procedure? What details? 
And in what ways? 

At New Orleans last October, Candidate Tru- 
man said there was no more important project 
before the Federal Government than MVA. He 
said: “The time has come when. we must go all 
out to bring to the people of the valley country 
security in their homes and in their liveli- 
hoods.” 

Between then and now, he has done virtually 
nothing to press for passage of MVA legislation 
—yet if President Roosevelt, who gave the Nor- 
ris bill creating TVA his whole-hearted support, 
had dealt with it as President Truman is 
dealing with the Murray bill to create MVA, 
there wouldn't be any TVA yet. 

Mr. Truman has not even said anything that 
was not indefinite enough to hold out as much 
hope to the proponents of an imitation MVA as 
to those who demand a real one. 

Can it be that President Truman is straddling 
the fence, that he is withholding his support 
from either side of a struggle the outcome of 
which will make a success or a failure of a 
project which he has declared to be as important 
as any before the nation? Can it be that he 
is taking a passive, innocuous role in a matter 
on which he himself has asserted that we must 
all go all-out? 

We think the time has come for President Tru- 
man to take the good advice of Candidate Tru- 
man. The only issue is between MVA and the 
imitation. On that issue, will the President tell 
the nation where he stands? ‘ 
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The Crystal-Gazer 

Chairman Krug of WPB made some interest- 
ing forecasts about the way reconversion is 
likely to go, qualifying them with the statement 
that “they would have to be modified in the 
event of prolonged and widespread labor dis- 
putes, extensive hoarding of materials, serious 
disruption of the price structure or other un- 
foreseen circumstances.” 

If Chairman Krug means what he says, that 
prolonged and widespread labor disputes in the 
immediate future come under the heading of 
“unforeseen circumstances,” the least anyone 
could do is tell him. Better take a duster to 
that crystal ball, Mr. Chairman; you’re obviously 
not foreseeing a thing that’s in it. 
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A Step to Remove Slums 

"St. Leuis’s agreement to accept Kansas City’s 
version of the proposed urban redevelopment 
bill is wise. Since housing is mainly a local 
problem, involving no aid from the State under 
the proposed legislation, it is proper that local 
governments have the power to set such terms 
as meet their own interests and needs. Now that 
the minds have met, the bill should pass by all 
means. 

It is a direct attack on blight. Under the 
terms of the bill, privaté enterprise can erect 
housing near the center of the city for people 
of moderate income who would otherwise move 
to the suburbs. The city will suffer very little 
now from the initial reduction of taxes it offers, 
and after 10 years the redeveloped areas will 
begin paying far greater taxes than they do in 
their present state of deterioration. 

If legislation stops at this point, however, the 
worst of the slum problem cagnot be touched. 
No private developer can afford to tear down 
slums and rehouse families from the bottom 
rungs of the income ladder. It is necessary, 
therefore, that non-profit agencies build for 
them and subsidize the gap between actual cost 
and what they can pay. 

Here, again, the city stands to receive great 
benefits at small cost. The Federal Govern- 
ment pays the lion’s part of the subsidy. Be- 
cause public services to the slums are notori- 
ously costly, the city will enjoy immediate 
reductions in operating expense—more than 
_enough, surely, to offset the small tax loss. Not 
only that, but private enterprise will find central 
areas too unattractive to build in unless the sur- 
rounding slums are cleared. In all reason, there- 
fore, those who favor private enterprise develop- 
ment should also support the measure to make 
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expanded public housing possible by continuing 
its relief from local taxes. 

The step before us is to provide the legislative 
foundation for community rebuilding. Unless it 
is taken—unless both parts of it are taken—the 
great enterprise of breathing new life into the 
run-down portions of St. Louis will be set back 
long years at the very outset. Let the step be 
taken, then, with the same vision that has made 
Missouri and St. Louis great in the past. 
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Marshall on Peacetime Service 

There is surely no Congressman who doubts 
the hair-raising faets cited by Gen. Marshall as 
to the Allies’ narrow escape from defeat in the 
war, and his disclosures about the deadly new 
weapons that will be available for future wars, 
if they occur. Yet when “most Congressmen” 
want to “wait and see” before acting on his 
recommendations for universal military training, 
they are refusifig to accept a conclusion the 
Chief of Staff has reached on the basis of these 
irrefutable facts. 

An adequate army of volunteers is the hope 
of the dilatory Congressmen. When they bring 
up that theory, they evade the issue. Perhaps 
—and it is a big perhaps—enough men will 
volunteer for occupation duty and for the 
standing Army to meet the country’s peacetime 
needs. Gen. Marshall is not talking about those 
necessities at all. He is talking about the na- 
tional defense if another war should come. His 
conclusion, from the deadly facts in his report 
and from his long experience, is that the country 
cannot consider itself safe unless its able-bodied 
youth is sufficiently trained to step into the 
armed forces as first-rate soldiers and seamen 
if their country should ever need them. 

Surely our Congressmen still remember the 
desperate haste with which we recruited and 
trained men when our military program began, 
while our allies held the line. Surely they 
are reading Gen. Wainwright’s moving dis- 
closures of how Philippine Army units “were 
doomed before they started to fight” for lack of 
training and equipment. 

Peacetime military training may not be po- 
litically popular just now. Gen. Marshall's re- 
port shows that this is an issue that should be 
placed above politics, involving as it may the na- 
tion's very existence. . 
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So Cotton’s Sick—So What? 


So last December, a House Agriculture sub- 
committee under Representative Stephen Pace 
took 850 printed pages of testimony in which 
witness after witness after witness showed that 
American cotton will have to be cheaper to hold 
its own against rayon and foreign cotton. So 
now Mr. Pace offers, and the House Agriculture 
Committee favorably reports, a bill that would 
jump the price of cotton several cents a pound; 
and so cotton futures immediately started jump- 
ing. 

So the American people will pay the cost of 
it all and bear the world’s wrath when the war- 
like export subsidy is raised in proportion. So 
we might at least have been spared the labor and 
expense and false hope of all the assembled 
wisdom thus washed down the drain.

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Up to the Governor 

There are two sound reasons why Gov. Don- 
nelly should veto the Quinn highway bill, just 
passed by the House after approval by the Sen- 
ate last May. 

The first reason is that the bill carries an 
emergency clause, to make it effective in 30 
days. How can anyone keep a straight face and 
say that “immediate preservation of public peace, 
health and safety” is involved in this bill to re- 
place the present four-member Highway Com- 
mission, selected at large, by a 10-member board, 
chosen by districts? Obviously, there is no emer- 
gency, so the emergency clause is a swindle. 

Even if the bill had no emergency clause, 
there would be a good reason—an even better 
reason—for the Governor to veto the bill, in the 
damage it would do to Missouri's highway sys- 
tem. By introducing sectional squabbles and 
log-rolling, the bill would stop the building and 
maintenance of a co-ordinated State network of 
roads. Its obvious intent is to set up a board 
loaded with rural members, who would keep the 
cities from sharing in State highway funds, as 
the new Constitution provides. Since the cities 
have not shared in these funds for 25 years, al- 
though their taxpayers supply a large part of the 
money, such a result would be flagrant injustice. 

So Gov. Donnelly has ample reasons, based on 
law and on logic, for vetoing this dangerous bill. 
He will be serving the best interests of all Mis- 
souri, both rural and metropolitan, if he does 
veto it. 
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The WLB didn’t do such a bad job of keeping 
living expenses down by stabilizing wages. Of 
course it never was able to do much about the 
High Cost of Lewis.

On a recent visit with a friend, a lawyer, 
the conversation turned to the German war 
criminals. The lawyer's assistant, a young 
woman who had recently graduated from 
jaw school, joined the discussion which ran 
as follows: 

WOMAN: It is more than four months 
since the end of the war in Europe, and 
the chief war criminals have not yet been 
tried. Isn't it high time they were brought 
to justice? 

FIRST MAN: You are right, Masha, and 
I think it won’t be long now. 


WOMAN: It is essential that, along with 
Goering, Hess, Ribbentrop, Ley and the 
rest of the gang, those who backed them 
should also be put on trial. 


FIRST MAN: Whom do you mean? 


SECOND MAN: I suppose Masha is re- 
ferring to the German industrial and fi- 
nancial magnates. 


Subsidized the Nazi Party 


WOMAN: Yes, it was Krupp, Voegler, 
Reschling, Schnitzler, Stinnes and other 
big industrialists and financiers who placed 
Hitler in power. It was they who for years 
subsidized the Nazi party until it became 
strong enough to establish its rule over the 
entire country. It was their gold that paved 
Hitler’s way to power. 

FIRST MAN: You speak as if you were 
reading an indictment, Masha, Go on. What 
are the other points? 

WOMAN: After. the Nazis came to power 
it was the leading corporations which be- 
came the undivided masters of Germany— 
the United Steel Works, Krupp, IG Far- 
benindustrie, Rhenish Westphalian Coal 
Syndicate, AEG Co., etc. It was they who 
prompted the Nazis to issue the slogan, 
“Guns Instead of Butter.” It was on their 
instructions that the Second World War 
was unleashed, 

FIRST MAN: And what would you say 
if you were cofifronted with an argument 
to the effect that there were differences 
between the Nazis and industrialists and 
financiers? 

SECOND MAN: This idea has rather wide 
currency in some British and American 
circles. 


Profitable for the ' Leaders 


WOMAN: I know. This false idea was 
deliberately spread by the Germans them- 
selves. But we know well enough that 
there is not a grain of truth in it. The 
Nazis came to power as the obedient serv- 
ants of the industrial and financial barons. 
The Nazi leaders made haste to line their 
pockets and to become a part of Germany’s 
plutocracy. Hitler and Goebbels were pro- 
prietors of the largest German publishing 
houses, They owned printing plants, pal- 
aces and villas. Hess, Himmler, Ley and 
Ribbentrop also became millionaires. 


FIRST MAN: And what about Goering? 
You seem to have forgotten him. 


WOMAN: Certainly not, I left him for 
last. This fat Nazi symbolized the undi- 
vided sway of the Germany plutocratie up- 
per crust and Nazi chieftains. It was not 
for others that Goering conceived the idea 
of a four-year plan of preparation for war. 
He was founder of the huge Herman Goer- 
ing concern. In the years of war and the 
occupation of the Western European con- 
tinent, the Hermann Goering Co. swallowed 
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numerous enterprises in occupied countries, 
Goering became the richest man in Ger- 
many, and one of the richest in the world. 


FIRST MAN: Not only Goering, but all 
German rulers, from Hitler down to the 
smallest industrialist in the Ruhr, made 
capital of the war and the sufferings of 
European peoples. All of them took part 
in the looting of occupied territories, stole 
mills and factories, stocks and bank funds, 
museum pieces and other treasures—any- 
thing on which they could lay their ecrim- 
inal hands. They also jointly took part in 
forcing millions of foreign workers into 
slave labor. 

WOMAN: They engaged in robbery and 
shared the loot. According to the laws of 
any country, they must all be called to ac- 
count for their joint crimes, 

FIRST MAN: Our Soviet laws have made 
a special point of the responsibility of the 
instigators and organizers of crime. 

SECOND MAN: The conclusion is that 


the Krupps, Schnitzlers and Stinneses must — 


be put in the dock along with the Goerings, 
Hesses and Ribbentrops. 

WOMAN: It would promote the cause of 
European peace if the magnates of Ger- 
man industry and finance were severely 
punished. For, as a matter of fact, they 
are already hatching new intrigues against 
peace, we 

FIRST MAN: What intrigues? 


Effort to Regain Power 


WOMAN: In the first place, there are 
their efforts to preserve the German war 
industries intact. What other purpose can 
they have in this except to prepare for an- 
other war? And with the purpose of pav- 
ing the way for a Third World War, the 
German imperialists are trying to set the 
Allies at odds. A case in point is Alfred 
Hugenberg’s memorandum recently re- 
ported in the press. 

FIRST MAN: Alfred: Hugenberg is no 
novice at the game. He was quite prom- 
inent in Germany after the First World 
War. The proprietor of large newspapers, 
publishing houses and movie concerns, he 
was one of those who liberally financed the 
Nazi party before its accession to power. 

SECOND MAN: Hitler showed his grati- 
tude to Hugenberg by including him in his 
first Cabinet. 

WOMAN: Now Hugenberg has submitted 
to the Allies a document in the form of a 
memorandum on economic questions in 
which he raises the bogy of “the Bolshevik 
peril” in Germany. 

FIRST MAN: That is a familiar tune. 
German rulers apoke the same way after 
the First World War. Apparently they 
have forgotten nothing of the old and have 
learned nothing new. 

WOMAN: Only a severe sentence by the 
tribunal of the United Nations can teach 
them their lesson.

(Al- 
fred A. Knopf, New York.) 

“Brasil: Bulwark of Inter-American Relations,” by 
Henry A. Phillips. (Hastings House, New York.) 
In the first book listed, one has the best 

opportunity yet presented to understand 
Brazil, The author, a distinguished Bra- 
zilian sociologist, has assembled lectures 
presented at Indiana University, and the 
general public now can participate in what 
must have been a thrilling experience for 
his students. Every chapter has brilliant in- 
terpretations of the socio-economic aspects 
of Brazilian history. 

Brazilians have never felt that the Negro 
was inferior. They dislike racial discrimi- 
nation in other countries, and it is predict- 
ed that along with Russia, the Brazilians 
will take a firm stand on racial equality 
throughout the world, Freyre fears that our 
good relationship with Brazil may decline 
because of our racial prejudices. 

The literature today is new—it is Bra- 
zilian. In the past, the authors followed 
Europe and were pessimistic about Brazil. 
Today they deal with social conditions and 
are optimistic about the country’s future. 
No one can read this excellent book with- 
out feeling that Freyre also has great 
hopes for his under-developed country.

The second book contains the- typical 
travelogue of the better-known places in 
Brazil, such as Rio, Sao Paulo, Manaos, 
the Amazon, all highlighted with exclama- 
tion points. 

There are trite statements abo@t the lack 
of color lines, about economic backward- 
ness, Ford’s progress in developing planta- 
tion rubber, and why the United States is 
not liked. Throughout the book the author 
shows his admiration for the “efficiency” 
of President Vargas. 

All this would not be too bad if there 
were not, in addition, many factual errors 
and a lack of any rea] thought in writing 
the book. A good example of the first is 
this statement: “In 1853 Rosas of Argen- 
tina declared war on Brazil.” Well, Rosas 
was ousted in 1852; furthermore, the war 
broke out in 1851. 

Phillips asks: “Why not accept the Bra- 
zilians, first, last and always, for whom 
and what they really are—and let their 
politics and other personal affairs severely 
alone?” 

Why, not, indeed?

can experts, headed by Dr, Cal- 
vin Hoover, professor of eco- 
nomics at Duke University, on 
what level of industry is needed 
to maintain the minimum Ger- 
man standard of living. 

The group concluded that it 
would he impossible to maintain 
a minimu.a "German economy, 
which would pay for itself and 
provide for the costs of occupa- 
tion as well, if Germany were 
to be subjected to an “extreme 
degree” of industrial disarma- 
ment (that is, the dismantling 
of heavy industry beyond such 
out-and-out war plants as mu- 
nitions und aviation factories, 
and so forth.) 

This looks like quibbling on a 
major scale with the Potsdam 
agreement, for the “complete 
disarmament and demilitariza- 
tion of Germany, and elimina- 
tion or control of all German 
industry that could be used for 
military production.” 

The whole trouble revolves 
around the double question of 
what minimum German econ- 
omy is and how it can be | 
achieved, Unless and until that 
question is solved the occupying 
powers are bound to pursue 
widely contradictory policies. 

Potsdam envisaged a German 
standard of living “not exceed- 
ing” that of the rest of Europe, 
not counting the U.S.S.R. or 
Britain. The implication of Dr. 
Hoover’s report is a guarantee 
that Germany will be allowed to 
enjoy an economy equal to that 
of the rest of Europe with ex- 
ceptions as noted, Full Rus- 
sian emphasis is on the words 
“not exceeding.” 


Working in the Dark. 

Another frightful implication is 
the fact that the problem is being 
tackled in terms of unknown 
quantities. Nobody know for cer- 
tain what the value of the mark 
is going to be. Nobody knows 
just what the state of health of 
the Germans is or how much food, 
if any, must be imported to keep 
them going. Nobody even knows 
how many persons there are in 
Germany. The Russians say 60,-

in calculation of food and other 
requirements for the German

A striking example of how far 
apart the British and Americans 
are from the Russians on German 
needs is in steel production.

The output is expected to decline 
during the winter, when more coal 
will be used for heating. 

Boyd estimated that at least 75 
per cent of the German machine 
capacity survived the war in re- 
parable shape. All war equip- 
ment plants in the American zone 
have been completely shut down, 
he said, and are under guard 
pending a decision on what por- 
tions shall be removed as repara- 
tions and what portions destroyed.

It refers to a morbid 
worry about one’s health, often involving simulated symptoms 
of disease that may be subconsciously developed to fit into 
some imagined ailment. 

But Linda is justified in saying she certainly doesn’t wish 
to be this way. Moreover, she wants to know what can be 
done for her. Surgery has failed to be of much benefit, despite 
four operations. And the usual glib medica] diagnosis of heft 
as a hypochondriac, is really no diagnosis at all, for hypo- 
chondria is usually only a symptom.

Beet Cocktail. 


Four medium size cooked beets, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, four 
teaspoons vinegar, one teaspoon 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon prepared horse- 
radish, three drops Worcestershire 
sauce, one-half teaspoon grated 
onion, two tablespoons chopped 
parsley, one-half teaspoon grated 
lemon rind, one-fourth cup diced 
celery, lettuce. 

Shred beets on a coarse grater. 
Combine remaining ingredients 
except celery and lettuce and mix 
well, Pour over beets cover and 
let refrigerate until thoroughly 
chilled. Right before serving, add 
the celery, toss lightly and serve 
with a frill of lettuce.

Dutch Bulbs Returning 


bulbs are coming from Holland 

again. Thus next spring will be 
more exciting for gardeners than 
in several years, as we look 
forward to the dramatic future of 
the grubby little brown bulbs from 
Holland we'll be planting in the 
next few weeks. I am thinking of 
tulips, of course. But even more, 
I am looking ahead to the brave, 
gay crocuses, the snowdrops,: the 
glory-of-the-snow, the scillas, grape 
hyancinths and the sunny jonquils, 

The appearance of yellow, pur- 
ple and white blooms before the 
lawn is fully green more than 
makes up for the inconvenience of 
postponing the grass-mowing un- 
til the crocuses have fully enjoyed 
their time in the sun, You may 
want the crocuses as a bright rib- 
bon banding a dark evergreen bor- 
der, or in patches in the rock gar- 
den, I have gradually learned that 
it is a mistake to plant fewer than 
a dozen in one spot. Their beauty 
is most effective in colonies, 

As brave or braver than the 
crocus, are glory-of-the-snow 
(Chionodoxa) and the snowdrops 
(Galanthus). Glory-of-the-snow 
shines out like the deep blue of 
a summer sky, sometimes even 
through a-light snowfall. The 
clusters of blue flowers with their 
white middle zone and. black 
beady centers seem to be looking 
at you, i bright-eyed. Planted 
against or with the gleaming white 
snowdrops, it is as if a clear spring 
sky were reflected into the garden, 
Count on planting no fewer than 
two dozen or so of these little 
bulbs. They are small, dainty; 
their effect is in massing. 

Next of the spring harbingers 
is Scilla Siberica, almost the same 
true blue as_ glory-of-the-snow. 
They last for two or three weeks 
and are followed by Scilla cam- 
panulata in blue, white or pink, 


Four the first time since 1939, 


and then the Grape Hyacinths. An- 
other casualty on our bulb list was 
the quaint little guinea-hen flower, 
Fritillaria meleagris, Still scarce, 
you may be able to plan for a 
few small clumps in a prominent 
spot in the rock garden, by the 
doorway or close by the garden 
path. The dainty spotted bells 
must be seen close at hand to en- 
joy their subtle colorings. 

I am looking forward to the 
“host of golden daffodils!” There 
are many outstanding varieties in 
size, color and fragrance, including 
the Emperor, King Alfred and 
Spring Glory. 

Among tulips, City of Haarlem, 
the reddest of all reds; Pride of 
Haarlem, color of an American 
Beauty rose; Keisers Kroon, gold 
and scarlet; Mrs. Van Der Hoeff, 
a pure golden yellow double early, 
and beautiful, and the list of 
favorites could go on and on. But 
the startling black of La Tulipe 
Noire and the gay eccentricity of 
Fantasy, a flaming pink parrot 
tulip, must, I think, be included. 

Think back to some of the mag- 
nificent tulip gardens you have 
seen. It seems to be that the art 
of the tulip garden is to harmonize 
the color possibilities, sometimes 
with daring contrasts, sometimes 
with a bi-color that blends two 
color blocks. Also the blooming 
schedules must be carefully 
planned so that the beds will be in 
full glory at the same time. Of all 
the pictures in the catalogues, 
only the tulip is a challenge the 
photographer cannot meet. Before 
you order your bulbs, go through 
the catalogues and pretend you 
are an artist. Balance and ar- 
range the colors, figure the fram- 
ing of your garden and then get 
down to the brass tacks of how 
many bulbs it will take to make 
that picture next spring.
